Those who expect real romance in this inter- 
esting volume are doomed to disappointment, for 
nothing could have been more inappropriate than 
the title chosen by the author. Miss Sarah Wilson 
has made a thorough study of the architecture 
and sculptural part of the decoration of English 
churches and has evidently travelled across the 
country from south to north, from east to west, to 
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acquire the knowledge necessary for the compila- 
tion of this useful volume. It deals with the 
development of church architecture from Saxon 
and Norman times, and includes a rare store of 
useful information about pulpits, fonts, porches, 
sepulchres, lecterns, pews, miserere-seats, vanes, 
gargoyles, and wood and stone carvings. The 
attractiveness of the volume is considerably in- 
creased by a vast number of delightful thumb-nail 
sketches in-pen-and-ink by Mr. Alex. Ansted. 
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
